Better Health In 1929 


A year or two after the' close of the Great War, and when It was 
organizing its peace programme for “the Improvement of health, the 
prevention of disease, and the mitigation of suffering,” the Canadian Red 
Cross Society launched a monthly magazine for the purpose of arousing 
public interest in the matter of individual, community, and national health. 
With the end of 1928 ‘ publication of this little periodical ceased, and in 
announcing the cessation of publication, the Red Cross stated that in the 
Intervening years the subject of health improvement and disease prevention 
had made such giant strides, and so many organizations and publications 
were devoting their energies to the subject, while almost every daily and 
weekly paper regularly printed health articles, that the same necessity did 
not exist for the Red Cross magazine, consequently the money it cost to 
produce Could be devoted to other purposes. 

There has certainly been a gratifying increase in public interest in 
health matters in the years following the war. With all its awfulness, 
tragedies and enormous loss, the war at least served the purpose of advanc¬ 
ing the cause of health. Today, Canada is probably the healthiest country in 
the world, but, even so, there is still vast room for improvement, and that 
improvement cannot be brought about alone by medical men, governments, 
hospitals, and health organizations. It rests largely with the individual. 

In the past it has been true to a great extent that people only became 
actively Interested in their health when they became sick, notwithstanding 
the fact that every intelligent person will frankly admit that prevention is 
better than cure. In all industry in this age special efforts are directed at 
the elimination of waste and all unnecessary costs in business. Yet loss of 
time, loss of efficiency, loss in production, loss of earnings by the employee 
and of profits by*the employer, loss occasioned by increased' expenses at 
the very time when income is decreased or stops, is the direct result of 
sickness. It is the cause of the greatest aggregate loss in our national life. 

No better New Year resolution can be made, or observed, by the individ¬ 
ual, or the community, than one which finds expression in a determination 
to safeguard health. Such a resolution finds added force at this particular 
time when an epidemic of influenza is again sweeping the continent, 
although,- fortunately, of a milder type than those of some years ago. In¬ 
fluenza is very contagious, but, on the other hand, it can be easily combatted 
through the taking of very simple precautions. If it is not so combatted at 
Its inception, it may quickly .result in serious complications such as 
bronchitis, intestinal trouble, or pneumonia. 

All health authorities are alive to the danger; so, too, are the life insur¬ 
ance companies, and all are engaged in extensive publicity campaigns to 
acquaint people of the danger and to make known to them the simple pre¬ 
cautions they should exercise. Thousands of dollars are being % spent in 
newspaper advertising and other forms of publicity, and it is money well 
spent,* but It will, nevertheless, be largely wasted unless the masses of the 
people to whom these appeals and advice Is directed profit by it. 

This new year of 1929 cannot be a happy, prosperous year if sickness 
enters the homes of Canada, followed by death carrying off loved ones, or 
leaving members of the family weakened and liable to contract other forms 
of disease. Good health is the first essential to happiness. Without it no 
person, community or nation can be. prosperous. 

The Canadian people cannot render better service to themselves and 
their country than by giving immediate and constantly continuing atten- 
tion-to their health. By so doing they will be laying the only sure founda 
tioh to happiness, prosperity, progress.

The directors of the rink company intimated a short 1 
time ago that they were finding it increasingly difficult each ‘ 
year to finance the operation of the rink. If there is not 
sufficient revenue forthcoming to keep the rink open, there , 
is the only alternative of having to close it. As a remedy,! * 
Mayor Burns in an interview with The Journal stated that ‘ 
the only course open that lie could see would-be for the; i 
shareholders to foifeit their shares, and to have the rink; i 
operated as a community concern, whereby all would be \ 
asked to coutribute a sum of three dollars a year to provide 
the necessary funds. This proposal might well be discussed 1 
at the annual meeting of the ratepayers in order to ascer¬ 
tain public opinion. The closing of the rink would be a , 
very distinct loss to the town, and the present financial 
difficulty indicates in unmistakeable terms the necessity for 
some other method of financing. 

The stand-patter is a drag on the wheels of progress. 
Did you ever see a self-satisfied person make anybody sit up ! 
and take notice? Certainty not! 1 he stand-patter is quite j 
satisfied to take the benefits that may accrue from the efforts 
of the go-getters, and to pat himself on the back if some¬ 
thing comes to him for which he made no effort. - But is he 
an asset to the community as a whole? He is a self-con 
tained individual who is an asset to himself alone. He is 
quite satisfied with himself and travels the rut which in¬ 
variably leads to the end of a blind alley. 

There is far more to life than just accumulating worldly 
wealth. The securing of money for the sake of money 
alone is a miserly trait. It depends on what good use 
money is to be put to. If everyone hoarded money the 
working capital of the world would be so diminished that i 
large numbers would have to take to the woods and live as _ 
our ancestors or the savages did. If Henry Ford had saved 
his pennies, would he be the world’s benefactor in pro¬ 
viding cheap cars for hundreds of thousands? You get out 
of life just what you put into it in human endeavor and j 
effort to make it better than when you came into it, and j 
there is plenty of scope for work of this nature no matter! 
where you live. A question that interested us was noticed 
recently asking “can you imagine a Mussolini saving cards 
from cigarette packets?’’ There is a sermon in just that 
question. 

The league games ;n hockey in the Crows Nest Pass 
this season have provided some good sport, and have helped 
to develop good players among the local boys. When a 
team was mooted for Coleman at the beginning of the sea¬ 
son; the usual quota of wet 8 blanket artists asked “where 
are you going to get players from?” Surely they did not 
expect the local officials to tTy and repeat the experience of 
a few years ago by importing a bunch of players and pay 
them salaries just to play hockey.

Canadian game deserves the eucouragement of 
people who believe^iu developing a healthy, vigorous race 
of people. 

If you cau’t boost for your home town for heaven’s 
sake don’t knock it. A man who does this kind of thing, 
to put it mildly, is a darned poor citizen, and is a walking 
example of the negative attitude towards life in general.
